Bares Secret of 
Forecasting 

Knin Gnugo Denton St riilcd To 
Inqniring Reporter — • 
S now f nil riiis Month 
Considered A b n or m a I 
Phenomenon

JJAVn you over noticed a young 
house standing nil by llsotf Just nt 
llie west end of Iho Arts Building? 
Anil more pçirllcutnrty, hnvo you over 
noticed what sccmn lo bo a beehive In 
llio b.iclcyard of tlial nelffiamo house? 
We have — wo camo upon It by mistake 
the other day, nnd have had night- 
mares over since, yesterday, after an 
especially bad night, wo forced ournalf 
to go over nnd examine tho hoehlve 
more closely; and what did v/o find? 
SoinelhlnB that looked like n very largo 
coffee-pot stuck In the ground up-slde- 
down with the bottom knocked out. 
But we determined to get to the bottom 
of It all even If It was knocked out, end 
with that Idea In mind walked bo!dly 
tlirough the gate to ring the doorbell. 

Tho gentleman who came to the door 
laughed at our query. "Why," he said, 
"this Is the McG II Observatory; the 
'beehive' contains thermometers, the 
'cotfoe-pot' Is a ra'n guage." Where- 
upon wo asked so many more questions 
that he had to ask us In and show us 
around. 

Weatherman Interviewed 

To make a long story short, our host 
was Dr. A. J. Kelly, Montreal's wea- 
ther man. He claims that our present 
cold spoil is a mere nothing. "Why," 
he said, "It hasn't gone below 4.S deg- 
rees above zero; back In l&Sl It went 
to 0'/4 below early In November." How- 
ever, he had to admit there has been an 
abnormal amount of snow th's month: 
the average fall for November over the 
slxly-two years the Observatory has 
been keeping records Is Inches, 
ond this year we have had 9% In eight- 
een days. Anyway, Dr. Keliy^ says it 
will be milder today, and we'll prob- 
ably be wearing raincoats tomorrow. 

"How about the winter," we asked, 
"is it golns to be long, cold, and tough, 
with plenty of snow?" "You-had.^bet- 
(cr go to some arm-chair - philosopher 
It you want to know that," came the 
reply. "Scicnt'tlcally, our only basis 
for such a prophecy would b« the law 
ot averages. In view ot the small snow 
fall during the past two w'nters we 
may very well have a heavy w nter. 
But then acain, we m.iy not. We can 
only foretell cond tions accurately 
twenty-tour to forly-clght hours 
nhcad." 

Inc'dcntly. that rain gauge !s very 
Interest'ng. A new electrical contact is 
niado and reg'stcred in tho 01i.''ors-atory 
for every hundredth of an incli ot mln- 
f.tll. Tho same 'nstruincnt registers the 
snow-fall as well, that Is, after the 
snow has moiled. And since tho met- 
eorologists o.stiiunto tint ten Inche.s of 
.snow melt down to ono Inch of water, 
last year's snow-fall of \VS Inches rep- 
resents a snow bank almost ono hun- 
dred feel In height! 

While wo wore In the Obiiorvntory 
(niiproxlinately fen minutes) tho tele- 
lilumo num .seven t me.s. I'r. ICelly says 
that that i.s about tho avoraita number 
uf phono calls rccolvcd, all requesting 
Information uf .some kind about the 
weather. He tell.i of one Instance this 
fall when .wmeono ealleil In at tour 
o'clock lu tho morning, wakoulu.ç 
hoii.so nnd home, to know "If It will be 
all righl to slnrl for Now York with 
.the top of my roadster down," "Need- 
less to say," adds Dr. Kelly, "the cu- 
qlilror was a woman'"

Society Discusses 
Tolerance As Virtue 



Life Of Erasmus OulKned 
At Commemorative 
Electing 

LIVELY ofsCUSSION 

IN commemoration of the •lOOth year 
of tho death of Desidcrlu* Erasmus, 
humanist-philosopher and great Latin 
Scholar of the sixteenth coutury. the 
Philosophical Society held a diseussion 
on tho topic of "la Tolernnco a Virtue." 
After the meeting was opened by Mor- 
ton Godine, I>r. Hondol outlined the life 
of Kmsmus. pointing' out that thi.i 
Putch Humanist had always been his 
ideal. Horn in il4tV>. about tho time of 
the Introduction of tho fvintins I'ress, 
Krasmu.s was a great cxiionent ot tho 
Revival of learning. His travels car- 
ried him to muity lands, which Includ- 
ed Cngland, Italy and Germany, In the 
course ot which he met Saint Thonws 
More. 

Among the books that Erasmus 
wrote wus a story on "The Ulsclplluo 
ot One \Vhc> Is Strenuously Soeklns to 
Docomo a Christian," "In Vralso of 
.'oily," nnd a translation ot tho New 
Te.Htamont. He was a st.ong upholder 
ot paclticl.sni. ami mocked at tha wild 
cnthu.Hlasiu of society.

T Taggart-Smyth. general manager of the 
City & District Saving.s Bank, in an at- 
tpiript to in'iucc him to run for the 
Mayoraltv. liin choice as a candidate 
ficems to be a logical one at a time liKC 
thifl, and his qualifications are indecfl 
suitable for a iwsition which demands a 
thorough knowledge of financial matters, 
and a ."trong executive ability. 

It is onlv I)y an organized public 
opinion, that we can ever hope to, have 
any necessary changes ^'ffected in our 
municipal government. The extravagant 
election platforms of the aspiring alder- 
men are v.orthles.^ and should not Ik;

All campus activities have their ups

'ïïie initiative of those who lead them. But 
debati#ip .nnd public speaking is too im- 
portant to be subject to such vicis.^itudes 
without protest. Never before has the 
ability to speak in public been of such 
prime value to the individual. Seldom has 
there been «uch a liearth of trained and 
cvperiencoa speakers amongst the student 
body. When public questions have as- 
sumed such serious proportions, Mock Par- 
liaments should provide the forum wliere 
.all students may advance their views. At 
present, they do not 

At other universities it is not infre- 
quent to hold such parliaments weekly. 
Varied subjects such as socialization of 
jnedicine might be proposed in order to at- 
tract students from faculties hitherto in- 
different. The executive of the Debating 
fnion — for there is an executive to this 
or^ranization — ought to remember that 
it :? in-? cr.;y ?roup fostering the forensic 
an. Class debates are no more; the Ju- 
nior Debating League ha? been purposely 
dbolished. A duty devolves upon the more 
experienced debaters to see that new- 
comers lo the University receive the same 
opportunities for training in public 
=p2aking that thty themselves received 
Let the Debating Union debate these 
friticisms if it wifii :.but let it at least act! 



Civic Elections 



ONCE again Montreal's municipal elec- 
tions are in the offing. AJdemanic 
candidatt? are beginning to rear their 
heads, and preparations for strong elec- 
tion machines are in full swing. For the 
past few years, citizens have been clam- 
ouring for a better municipal government 
to replace the wrrupt and inefficient ad- 
ministration, which has been ravenously 
feeding from the pork barrel during the 
past term in office. It is quite evident 
that the prime necessity at the present 
iicne is an honest, efficient mayor,^ well 
versed in economic affairs, and with a 
thorough k.'i'j'.vlf.-dge of civic conditions, 
who will take yvtr the helm of the falter- 
ing City Hall, and lead the City out of 
the sea of financial peril, in which she 
finds herslf today. 

Jt is very encoui a}fjii>' indeed, to not^i 
that the Citi/xins' Committee haf-: approacJi- 
ed one of Montreal's prominent banker?, 
T Tag/art-Smyth, general manager of the 
ritv <S:'j;i!'tnct Savings Bank, in an at- 
lerript to induce him to run for the 
Mavorabv. His choice as a eandidale 
.seems Vj a logical one at a time b/e 
this, and his qualifications are indeed 
suitable for a position which demands a 
thorough y.mwh'.diri: of financial matters, 
and a strong executive ability. 

It is only by an organized public 
o])inion, that we can ever hope to, have 
any ncc(^«sary changes effected in our 
municipal jrovecnrnent. Tlie extravagant 
election platforms of the a.spiring alder- 
men are wortlilo.s.-;. and sliould not Ix; 
heeded to any extent. Although it has, 
the past few years been the policy of tl»e 
Dailv to .steer cleai" of municipal election 
cominent. it ii? f«!lt that McGill students 
an; among Ihohe vviio aie indiru-t'y affect- 
ed bv tile faulty civic adniiiiihlration. The 
pre.sent alderman of the ward, in winch 
this university is situated, St. Gef^fifes 
Ward, has shown a decided Jaçk of cg- 
oix-ration in connection with matters con- 
ccrning tlie McOill Union. During nis 
period of office, Dk; laxe.- of the Union 
were raificd a contiideral^le uinounl. Jt is 
indeed U) be hoped tliat the next adininih- 
t ration v. ill bring with it an Alderman to 
^i. C*;orKc'H with a more enlij^htened out- 
look and above all a ca)>a);!'' mayor ot 
Montreal, wlio will niake our city more 
progrtKMvc, and establish it a>:, the mobt 
important city in Canada, a position whu-n

«oci.\l usefulness. Indeed, tn a sense, they aro anti- 
social. They represent the most degenerato of the 
highly inteUigent, the blighted victims of over-de- 
veloped pprc^ptlons, In the end, most of them «uffor 
complete dcmoralicttion and decay, even death, and 
one is left with the feeling that Huxley has written 
a great dcx! .-vVom nothli\.<. This is an unfortunnto 
<uid Fithtr aupcrfici.-vl vie». 

Bearing in mind the curiously haunting' sense of 
reality which Huvlcy's writing conveys, let us take 
franlt »tock of his character analysis. Very little 
is left unrelated about any figure tn his books. Wc 
are fully aware of their virtues and vices within a 
few pagea of meeting them, cither by dranullc rev- 
elation or by subtle s^uggosiion, We find, in most 
cases, that they are thoroug-hly unlikcable people, or 
at best, only half-ltkeable aad rather doubtful mor- 
ally «van when most det>onalr. Gradually wc become 
aware that each has a tragic aspect and eventually 
that each is distinctly pitiable. This is not an un- 
usual discovery under the circumstances. Most peo- 
ple, in Ufe as well as in novel."!, exhibit these clinrac- 
terUtics. But the question rer.il.'t.s: why does Hux- 
ley emphasize their dcpr.ivily anj .slur over their 
more respectable qualities, for some of his figiircs 
undoubtedly possess a few virtues which. It Is very 
exident, are begrudged them by their creator. Per- 
haps the answer lies In the fact that Hu.vley Is not 
portrayin; people but images. He Is dealing exclus- 
ively with certain phases of character that inlrisui.- 
htm deeply, and obviously suggest to him a duii;;ur 
that threatens the highly Intelligent and wealthy 
members of the upper classes, a danger which, un- 
less It is counteracted by a healthy movcmenl away 
from sexual amusements, may possibly damage the 
tnobl promisitii; porUon of society. liui his iy<>H aro 
not on hotieiy as a whole. They are focuaoil — with 
the fascination of a scientist examining a IhO-Ijuk — 
upon the Individual human character, upon that ele- 
ment of human nature which, repressed or exercised, 
fvrms a complex and deeply Influential Hprlng of 
action. Each figure le, to u lesser or x-rcator extent, 
the product of the Inttra'ttoi) linf.vctn iIjIh elciiiuiit 
sud the weaker ones that form the human individual.
